‘The following is a letter re- 
ceived by The Mail and, sent out 
by the Red Deer Béard of Trade 
in an effort to interest thes peo- 
ple of the province in a campaign 
to clean cut the crow as a $80,- 
000,000 menace to crops and de- 
sirable species of ‘bird life. 


Editor, Bassano Mail, 
Dear, Sir; 

It is our considered opinion that if 
many of the more destrable species 
of bird life are to be saved for the 
pleasure and profit of ourselves and 
posterity, that a more energetic and 
well organized effort at conservation 
must be made than has yet been in- 


stituted. 


Many factors influence the propa- 
gation of this bird life, such as 
drought, and overshooting of game 
birds; but a vast mount of evidence 
hag accumulated indicating one of 
the most detrimental factors to be 
the depredations of the crow, and it 
is a factor concerning which some- 
thing can be done. 

That our citizens derive enjoyment 
from our wild song birds and game 
birds is recognized by all, but 
valuable natural they 
not so generally understood. Many 
people do not realize that they 
a necessary aid to agriculture. 
garding the dollars spent by 
men in the pursuit of game, Mr. W 
G. Ross, President of the Regina 
Fish and Game Club, states in a re- 
cent article in “Kennel and Bench”

“Canada at least spends sixty 
millions, but only a. small per- 
centage of the people know about 
it or are aware that this is a real 
industry at their own doorsteps, 
which needs help by conserva- 
tion and assistance in develop- 
ment.” 

This is a goodly sum distributed 
amongst our many citizens who sup- 
ply the varied wants of thfs army of 
sportsmen. 

The following are some comments 
made by outstanding naturalists and 
nature lovers regarding the destruc- 
tive proclivities of Mr. Crow: 

“The Canadian friend with 
whom | was shooting was a 
sportsman-naturalist. ... He es- 
timates that under the best con- 
ditions;.crows destroy 40% of ‘the 
first duck cage Aaid.. - 5+ A E. 
Bence, K.C,, of Saskatoon, Sask., 
reports that out. of twenty-four 
duck nests observed in one local- 
ity, the crows got the eggs out of 
seventeen. ... Dr. O. L. Austin, 
a scientist, when in the employ 
of the Bureau of Biological Sur- 
vey, made a careful study of the 
effect of crows on waterfowl in 
the neighborhood of the Ornith- 
ological Research’ Station 
Cape Cod. Dr. Austin located 
forty-two duck nests. One week 
after he had located these nests 
he found that crows had destroy- 
ed all but two of them... In Can- 
ada, Mr. Kalmbach (an investi- 
gator in the employ of the U. S. 
Bureau of Biological Survey), 
was successful in finding a re- 
stored the dry re- 
gions, and along the banks of 
the lake and of the canal which 
formerly drained it there were a 
great many ducks’ nests. There 
were a lot of crows nesting not 
far away. .

In the course of 
investigations, crows 
some places were found circulat- 
ing around the breeding grounds, 
and in other places crows were 
ac tually attacking some 
duck nests. . . .

Bird men and sportsmen 
know him as an eater of eggs 
and fledglings; and yet, because 
a few long - haired anti - every 
thing fellows contend that he 
does a certain amount of good 
when he eats a hairy caterpillar, 
certain individuals in authority 
hesitate to paint hm in his true

Would Abolish Military Aviation 


Londoners Vote For Limitation Of 
Armaments 

Universal abolition of military 
aviation and limitation of armaments 
were favored by an overwhelming 
majority in a straw-vote conducted 
by the League of Nations union in 
Greater London, the union announc- 
ed 

On these questions and on the 
question of supporting the league 
and forbidding the manufacture of 
arms for profit, the vote favored the 
proposals by 1,400,000 to 100,000. 

Londoners voted 1,375,061 to 88,- 
521 for use of economic sanctions 
against an aggressor, whatever the 
nation might be, and 872,275 to 386,- 
664 for use of military sanctions if 
they were found necessary.

Young lambs are good “trailers”, 
Recently the University of Saskat- 
chewan, Saskatoon, moved its ewe 
flock to summer pasture at Beaver 
Creek and the ewes, with lambs at 
foot, made 10 miles the first day 
and completed the journey easily the 
second. Some of these lambs were 
no more than four days old. 

“The long jaunt did not appear to 
hurt the lambs a bit,’’ said Dean A. 
M. Shaw, “and after their 10 mile 
trip they were fresh and perky. Of 
course, the weather was cool, but the 
observation is of particular interest 
to ranchers and B.C. sheepmen when 
moving their stock from winter to 
summer range.”

George to the members of the Senate 
and House of Commons, expressing 
warm appreciation for the joint ad- 
dress of the two houses which was 
adopted prior to the Silver Jubilee 
and presented to His Majesty by 
Prime Minister R. B. Bennett at St.

Agricultural Activities Of Four 
Distinct Types 

Farming in the Prairie Provinces 
comprises four more or less distinct 
types, first, wheat growing; second, 
mixed . farming; third, dairying 
(usually associated with mixed 
farming), and fourth, ranching, ac- 
cording to information given in a 
recently issued Dominion Govern- 
ment publication, ‘The Prairie Prov- 
inces in Their Relation to the Na- 
tional Economy of Canada.” Wheat 
growing predominates in sduthwest- 
ern and central “Alberta; throughout 
the whole of Saskatchewan (except 
the northern and eastern fringe and 
the dry belt); and in southern Mani- 
toba. In the latter area, however, 
the proportion of other cereals and 
forage crops is growing rapidly. 
Mixed farming is found in northern 
and western Alberta, and in, the 
northern and eastern parts of both 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba — in 
other words, over practically the} 
whole of the park belt. Mixed farm- 
ing is also the dominant type in the 
irrigated districts. The greatest de- 
velopment in dairying has occurred 
in eastern Manitoba, north-eastern 
Saskatchewan, and northwestern A\l-| 
berta.

work under the slanting rays of the 
sun in early morning or late after- 
noon, 

You will doubtless want to take 
close-ups of some of the flowers. If 
your camera will not focus closer 
than ten feet, or thereabouts, get a 
portrait attachment (a simple, inex- 
pensive lens that fits over the regu- 
lar lens). With it you can get very 
close to your subjects, for striking 
and beautiful shots. 

Here's another trick. To make a 
particular flower or plant stand out 
vividly, get a big sheet of grap card- 
Soard and stand it up back of the 
flower, far enough away so that—if 
you are using direct sunlight-—no 
shadows fall on it. 

To catch the color values of flow- 
ers, you'll need to use the new super- 
sensitive panchromatic film. ‘Pan- 
chromatic’’ means the film is capable 
of recording, in monochrome of 
course, a wide range of colors. Your 
photo dealer will help you select the 


best film for your special needs, and. 


you will get snapshots to which you 
can point with pride and say, “I 
snapped that one.”

The chain letter craze, which has been sweeping the con- 
tinent, provides an illustration of the eecentric ideas of mass 
mankind.

In fact the sum would have been more than all the money 
in the world. There is nothing that rolls up a total faster than 
a multiplying chain.

Minland is a land rugged in makeup and small in area, but 
with a culture, a tradition and an outlook peculiarly her own. 
Lacking rich resources her people have had to struggle hard 
for a living. Her agricultural area is limited and compara- 
tively unfruittul, but the Finns are a persistent and = proud 
people. 

Right now Finland occupies a unique position amongst 
the nations of the world. She is the only European country 
paying her war debt to the United States. Of course the Fin- 
nish debt to the U.S.A. is not large and the remittance is not 
more than possibly a third of a million dollars a year. But the 
Finns are very proud of their willingness and ability to pay. 

The debt is not really a war debt. It was incurred after 
the war when starvation hung like a threatening cloud over 
inland. The United States supplied eatables, principally 
yrain and meats, and tided the Finns over a serious predica- 
ment. So they are paying up willingly. 

Under United States law a country owing war debts and 
refusing to pay cannot float any new loans in the American 
republic. Finland alone of all the European debtor nations is 
able to do this and her bonds are popular in the States. 

Finland’s public debt is about 84 million dollars—much 
less than that of the, province of Alberta. She has compara- 
tively little unemployment and is gradually overcoming the 
effects of the world depression. :

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U.S. COMMENTS 
ON GRAIN BOARD 


The following is a clipping 
from a United States newspaper 
and is a comment on the Cana- 


dian Grain board recently formed 


This turned out to be Father Doucet, 
a Roman Catholic priest who was 
making his way south and hoping to 
evade the warlike Blackfeet. One 
can imagine his relief at meeting the 
police. This was the year 1875. 

It was not long before a fort was 
built on the banks of the two rivers. 
The 1.G. Baker company of Benton, 
Montana, were employed to haul the 
supplies to the new site and assist 
in building the fort. This company 
decided to open a store of their own 
and it was not long before some of 
the policemen took their discharges 
as their time expired. These in their 
turned opened businesses of their 
own. The toWn progressed so well 
that by 1885 it was incorporated and 
the first exhibition board was formed 
and functioned that year. 

And so it seems entirely fitting 
that the exhibition and stampede 
board of this year at Calgary has in- 
yited all ex-members of this famous 
force to attend a reunion there on 
this the sixtieth anniversary of the 
arrival in that city of the world- 
famed Scarlet Police. 


CANADA PLANS MONOPOLY 

Canada’s vast wheat and grain in- 
dustry will become a full government 
monopoly, if a bill before parliament 
becomes law. Although introduced 
by Premier Bennett, it's “exceptional 
importance and nonpartisan charac- 
ter” has won it preliminary opposi- 
tion support. The 1933 wheat price, 
Mr. Bennett said, was the lowest in 
500 years. Four years of government 
price fixing has failed to cope with 
post-war surpluses. 

The bill creates a Canadian Grain 
‘board of three members, with full 
authority to buy and sell all wheat 
and other grains. Though this power 
far exceeds that of the American 
AAA, no legal obstacle was feared. 
In 1927 the supreme court declared 
all grain elevators to be “works for 
the general advantage.” Control of 
grains at the critical point of storage 
insures effective control of the entire 
industry.

To Some People 

It is not generally known that 
there exist men: and women for 
whom the hearing of music‘of a cer- 
tain type constitutes a positive 
danger. : 

One case concerns a servant girl 
of 25. She became a hospital pa- 
tient in Cape Town, S.A., as a suf- 
ferer from fits, and it was found that 
she had experienced a number of at- 
tacks since she was 19 years old. 

In their endeavor to discover the 
cause for these fits the doctors ques- 
tioned the girl, and were astonished 
to hear her assert that each attack 
had been brought on by listening to 
music. 

The girl made it clear that she 
had no musical sense at all, but she 
had gathered from friends with 
whom she had talked that the type 
of music which effected her so 
strangely was what is known as 
classical music. 

Tested by a gramaphone, light 
dance music had no effect, but when 
a first-class orchestra played she lost 
consciousness and went into a fit 
that lasted about 20 minutes.

Hence it is quite rightly 
called a poisonous Chlorine 
may be easily condensed to a golden 
yellow liquid, and as such is stored 
in strong leadlined cylinders holding 
from about forty to sixty pounds, It 
was the first poison gas used in the 
World War. The first attack was 
made by the Germans on April 22, 
1915. They concealed tanks of 
liquid chlorine in the front iine 
trenches and the substance was used 
in the form of gas clouds. Ags chlor- 
ine is about two and a half times 
as heavy as air, the clouds were car- 
ried over the ground by the wind. 
When there is one part of chlorine 
to ten thousand parts of air, the 
struggle for breath becomes acute, 
and a man would probably be put 
out of action in about five mintues. 

Chlorine, in the presence of water, 
is @ powerful bleaching and disin- 
fecting agent. It is used in com- 
merce for bleaching cotton, linen, 
wood pulp, and flour, but cannot be 
used for wool or silk because it 
hardens and destroys these ma- 
terials. The bleaching of cotton fab- 
rics and wood pulp for paper require 
in North America alone more than 
six hundred tons of chlorine per day. 
The bleaching process is carried out 
in water solution and either chlorine 
water, or bleaching powder dissolved 
in water, is used. 

Chlorine is also used in preparing 
certain chlorine compounds such as 
chloroform and carbon tetrachloride 
(used in fire extinguishers). It is 
also used in the preparation of many 
compounds which are needed in the 
explosive and dye industries., 

Liquid chlorine is used in water 
purification and since its introduc- 
tion for chlorinating water supplies, 
typhoid fever has been reduced to-a 
minimum in many of the great cities 
of the world. Recently liquid chlor- 
ine has been used in recovering gold 
from its ores, and also in recovering 
tin from old tin cans and scrap tin 
plate. 

One of the most important com- 
pounds of chlorine is hydrochloric 
acid gas. A water solution of this 
gas is called hydrochloric acid or 
muriatic acid. This acid is an {m-

Moreover, | know that if one 
of these insectivorous or song 
birds were left to mature, it 
would do more good in ten mtn- 
utes than a dirty, old crow would 
do in a day.
